In the Parliament of Northern Ireland on 
Thursday, the Minister of Home Affairs (Sit 
Dawson Bates) moved the second ma oí 
the Rent Restriction Bill, the object of which 
is to extend the control of dwelling-houses of 
£26 valuation and under from 1st May, 1930, 
to Ist May, 1933. i i ; 

The Government, he said, had given this 
matter very grave consideration. In April 
last he stated that the Government would be 
prepared to postpone decontrol of these houses 
unless they were fully satisfied that an ample 
number of small dwellings had been erected. . 
He desired to emphasise that the system of 
control of rents could only be regarded as a 
temporary expedient. The only remedy for 
the present condition of affairs was obviously 
to provide a sufficient number of houses in 
order that the ordinary economic laws again 
could operate. There were in Belfast alone 
approximately 79,000 houses of £26 valua- 
tion and under, inhabited principally by the 
artisan and labouring classes. 

The State subsidy scheme was bre 
most satisfactorily, and 15,000 houses ha 
heen approved under it. The subsidy 
originally was given for houses with a 
minimum of 600 superficial feet and a 
maximum of 960 superficial feet; Sut the 
result of their experience was that builders 
concentrated more on the larger type of 
houses, which were beyond the means of the 
ordinary working man. Under their last 
Housing Act they limited the subsidy to 
houses between a minimum of 500 and a 
maximum of 650 superficial feet, and :m- 


creased the subsidy by £20 to a 
sum of £100. The policy of the 
Government had been fully justified, 


of the type he had mentioned at the rate 
of 400 to 500 a month, as against 300 to 
for the year 1927, and 100 to 150 for 1926 
Even if the present satisfactory progress were 
continued, there would still be in May, 
1930, an insufficiency of the type of house 
which he mentioned, and, therefore, the 
Government was satisfied that control should 
not be taken off until, at least, May, 1935.

Kitchen 
houses in East Belfast were being let at 12s. 
per week, and 12s. out of a wage of 37s. 
was too high a proportion to go in rent. 
Tenants of business premises were being 


evicted in East Belfast, and nothing was being 


done to help these tenants, all of whom were 
supporters of the Government. Some of these 
shops now displayed placards in their windows 
with the words, “ Evicted through the action 
of the Northern Government.” He suggested 
that an amendment should he introduced to 
protect these shops of £26 valuation and 
under. 

The Speaker ruled that such an amendment 
could not be introduced into this bill, which 
was merely to amend a clause of a former 
Act in relation to dwellinghouses. 

Sir Dawson Bates explained that business 
premises were protected where they were also 
used as dwellinghouses.

Mr. Grant (Unionist) welcomed the bill, 
but thought that there should be protection 
for owners of business premises from un- 
scrupulous landlords. 

Mr. Collins (Nationalist) said that when 
houses of £8 to £26 valuation became vacant 
the new tenants were at the mercy of the 
landlords 

Mr. T. Henderson beanna contended 
that the subsidy should be given to houses of 
750 superficial feet, instead of confining it to 
6£0 superficial feet. 

Mr. Kyle (Labour) approved of the bill, 
bat regretted that it did not go far enough. 

Mr. O’Neill (Nationalist) said that there 
was nogxcuse for charging extortionate rents 
for neW*houses on which subsidies had been 
given by the Government. 

Mr. McMullan (Labour) was at a loss to 
understand why the Government gave the 
subsidy to houses of £8 to £26 valuation, and 
did not impose control on such houses. The 
bill did not give protection to such houses. 

Mr. Black (Unionist) wanted to know why 
the valuation for decontrol had been fixed 
at £26. This valuation cut right across 
a particular class of citizen, and it was a 
great hardship on a tenant to find that, 
owing to the accident of a different period 
of valuation, he had to pay 140 per cent. 
increase in rent, while a neighbour in the 
same kind of house had only to pay 40 per 
cent. increase on pre-war rent. The hne 
should be drawn at a different figure so that 
the two classes would be divided. 

Mr. George B. Hanna, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Home Affairs, 
said that he was sure that there would be 
unanimity that the fullest protection should 
be given to tenants in houses of £26 valua- 
tion and others. The susbidy houses of 
650 superficial feet contained one living room, 
three bedrooms, scullery, and bathroom, and 
were as large as could be built under present 
conditions. They were let at 8s. 7d. per 
week, and this sum, if paid for 25 years, 
made the occupying tenant owner of the 
house. If a larger house were built it could 
not be available on these terms, and conse- 
quently the class of tenant whom they wished 
to benefit could not afford the houses. They 
wished to protect their great working-class 
population from any further increase of rent 
until 1933, and if at that time there was no 
great improvement in the supply of houses he 
suggested that control should be further ex- 
tended. 

The second reading was passed. 


UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 


Mr. 8S. Kyle (Labour) asked the Minister 
of Labour whether he had seen the report of 
a question asked in the Dail with reference 
to a reciprocal arrangement with Northern 
lreland on Unemployment Insurance; 
whether he refuses to grant relief to em- 
ployers and employés in this connection; 
whether he is aware that residents in 
Northern Ireland are being denied unem fey: | 
ment insurance benefit by both his Ministry 
and the Ministry of Industry and Commerce 
of the Free State, and whether he can justify 
this severe hardship? 

The Minister of Labour—I would refer the 
hon. member to a comprehensive statement I 
made on this subject on the 29th March, 
1927. I feel that there is nothing I can 
usefully add to that statement. 


MARKETING OF POTATOES. 

The Committee stage of the Marketing of 
Potatoes Bill was then taken. 

On Clause 2, which gives power to the 
Minister to revoke any licence granted to a 
potato exporter, Mr. O'Neill (Nationalist) 
contended that there should be some provision 
for an appeal against the revocation 
of a licence by the Minister. 

Mr. M‘Hugh (Nationalist) also pleaded 
for some means of appeal from the Minister's 
decision. 

No Ministerial reply was given, and on a 
division the clause was carried by 23 votes

Mr. Crawford (Unionist) moved amend- 
rents to Clause ó, providing that the pota- 
tees for export should he examined at the. 
premises of the consignor, or at such place 
as would be convenient to him. 

Sir E. Archdale, Minister for Agriculture, 
ugreed to include an amendment providing 
that the examination should take place at 
such convenient place and convenient time 
as the Ministry might decide 

The bill passed through Committee, and 
the House adjourned until Tuesday next.

Anne’s, and at St. Stephen’s Green, Dublin. 
The case stated also referred to the late Earl's 
various properties, both in England and in 
Ireland, and stated that it was admitted 
that Lord Iveagh’s domicile of origin was 
Irish, and that he retained such domicile 
until 1890. At the date of the hearing of the 
appeal the total estimated value of his Eng- 
lish landed property was about £1,250,000, 
and of his Irish landed property about 
£106,000. He was a. member of ten clubs 
in Saorstat Eireann, and when in Ireland he 
sometimes visited the Kildare Street Club. 
of which he was an ordinary member, and 
not a foreign member. He had two banking 
accounts in Saorstat Eireann for the purpose 
of dealing with financial matters concerning 
his Irish property. For legal documents and 
for business or important purposes he almost 
invariably gave his address as 5 Grosvenor 
place, London. This address was the address 
registered in respect of his holding of Irish 
Free State National Loan. He had never 
exercised the franchise in Saorstat Eireann. 

On the 25th March, 1920, of his own 


accord, and in consequence of what he re- 


garded as the uncertain political situation 
in Ireland, he executed a deed poll, 
in which he certified and _ declared 


“ that I have for many years past wholly 
abandoned and relinquished my domicile of 
origin in Ireland, and that I have adopted, 
and intend to continue until my death, 
England as my only place of domicile.’’ The 
deed poll contained a statement that he 
kept up the residences at St. Stephen’s Green 
and at Farmleigh, but only used them occa- 
sionally from time to time when in Ireland 
for purposes connected with the brewery busi- 
ness, and for the performance of the several 
duties which he considered his position im- 
posed on him. He did not regard them or 
use them as places of permanent residence. 


ENGLAND THE FAMILY HOME. 

At the hearing of the appeal, the case 
stated continued, the late Earl of Iiveagh 
gave evidence in general descriptive terms 
“as regards his state of mind in 1890 and 
since then, upon the question of the place 
where he wicked to live and to make his 
home—that, in 1890, he came to the deter. 
mination to live in England and to make 
England his home and that of his family 
for all time, as distinct from a temporary 
residence; that he had no intention since

During the year 1922-23 and the years of 
assessment the late| Lord Iveagh had five 
residences in England and three in Saorstat 
Eireann. In the year 1924-25. he occupied 
his residence at St. Stephen's Green during 
twenty-nine days and his residence at Farm- 
leigh during thirteen days. In 1925-26 he 
occupied his residence at Farmleigh during 
nineteen days. In |1926-27 he occupied his 
residence at Farmleigh during thirty-seven 
days and his residence at Ashford during six 
days. Owing to illness he was unable to 
visit Ireland in either of the years 1922-25 
or 1925-24. ‘lhe upkeep and maintenance 
of his residences in Saorstat Eireann entailed 
an annual expenditude in respect of rates. 
rents, wages, etc., of over £135,000 per annum 


APPELLANT'S CONTENTIONS, 

The case stated indicated that counsel con- 
tended on behalf of the appellant that he 
acquired a domicile of choice in England about:

Saorstat Eireann, and that he was not 
ordinarily resident in Saorstat Eireann in any 
of the years of assessment, and that he was 
not a person residing in Saorstat Eireann in 
any of the years of assessment or in the year 
of ‘assessment 1922-1925, preceding the year 
of assessment 1923-1924.

Mr. Newett said that his proposition was 
that the only thifgs necessary to effect a 
change of domicile are the intention to 
establish the sole or chief permanent home 
in another country, followed up by residence 
consistent with that intention. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan—I think that principle 
will be accepted i 

Mr. Newett said that he did not know 
whether it would be accepted as regards the 
sole or chief residence. The determination of 
the Commissioners would seem to be that 
you must qualify that by saying it must he 
the sole residence. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan asked was it ever 
decided that if a man kept a residence in 
the country where he had a domicile, that 
that prevented him from acquiring another 
domicile. 

Mr. Newett—No; but there are plenty of 
cases the other way. Counsel submitted that 
Lord Iveagh had fixed his principal residence 
in England, and there was no question but 
that i“ resided in the residence quite 
sufficiently to establish the fact. It would, 
he assumed, be contended on the other side 
that the mere fact of retention of residenco 
in the domicile of origin prevented that 
lact coming into operation. It would, how- 
ever, be found in the case that the comings 
of Lord Iveagh to Ireland were referred to 
hy the Commissioners as visits. A man docs 
not “ visit’’ his own domicile. 

Mr. Justice Hanna remarked that very few 
persons were in the position of Lord Iveagh, 
to have five residences in one country and 
three in another. 

Mr. Newett said that it was suggested that 
there was a difficulty in shaking off a domi- 
cile. They said on the other side that as 
long as you retain a residence you cannot 
abandon a domicile. That was not the legal 
way to put it. Counsel relied on the whole 
course ot cunduct of Lord Iveagh from 1890, 
and long before that, which showed a 
Fair increasing settlement in England. 

n every kind of way he fixed himself into 
the soil of England. The family burial place 
was a very strong indication of a man’s 
permanent residence--where he buries his 
wife and provides that he is to be buried.

VERDICT AT INQUEST. 


That deceased man died from shock, follow- 
ing fracture of the skull, was the verdict 
returned at the inquest which was held in 
Barrington’s Hospital, Limerick, by Dr. T. 
Foley, Deputy Coroner, on Joseph Hoiner, 
who died from injuries sustained on October 
12 last in an explosion at the Shannon Power 
Works at Ardnacrusha. Deceased man, who 


was a German foreman, was in charge of 
blasting operations, and it was stated in 
evidence he had been engaged two years on 
this work, and had as an assistant Eugene 
Mac8Swiney, who was engaged there since last, 
May. 

Martin Mannion, a worker, said that on 
the occasion in guestion he did not hear a 
hooter sounded to give warning of an ex- 
plosion, as was customary. 

The jury returned a verdict as stated, and 
added that the explosion, in their opinion, 
was caused by negligence on the part oí 
Eugene MacSwiney. 

At Limerick District Court yesterday, 
MacSwiney was charged with causing the 
death of Hoiner. ; 

After being arrested and cautioned hy 
Superintendent Staunton, accused man made 
a statement to the effect that he was sorry 
that he did not tell the truth at first, adding 
that he had caused the death of Joseph 
Hoiner. He did not know what he was doing 
on the night of the explosion, and put in 
the plug accidentally. 

On the application of Inspector Tierney 
accused man, who was represented by Mr. 
Niall Gaffney, solicitor, was remanded on bail 
for eight days.

-The ideal number of students was 
hali-a-dozen, and it was ye pear for one 
man to teach the elements of anything pr3*- 
tical to a largo class at one time. The 
smaller the class the better value the 
students got. In the small hospitals the 
student came into direct touch with disease 
and the general management of the sick from 
the moment that he set foot in the hospital. 
The patient in a small hospital which was 
well equipped had a large share of the 
doctor's individual attention, as well as that 
of the student. In a great hospital, instead 
of a class of 20 students, they would have a 
class of 100. In such a hospital there would 
be eight or ten qualified men, who would 
stand up between the student and the practice 
work that he is anxious and quite fit to do. 


VALUE OF THE SMALL HOSPITAL. 


Although the small hospitals went on from 
year to year, pulling the devil by the tail. 
hoping for bequests and help from bridge 
drives and dances, and, above all, from the 
tinfoil industry, he said thank God for the 
little hospitals, and for the type of man that 
they can turn out. He had no sympathy at 
all with the argument that by amalgamativo 
of four hospitals they would save the salaries 
ef four secretaries, four matrons, four house- 
keepers, etc. Those salaries. would not pay 
for the super-secretary that would be required 
fer a big hospital. The whole basis of the 
scheme. was a hypothetical endowment of 
half a million. They would gain by such an 
amalgamation centralisation. There would be 
a greater opportunity and wider field for the 
men at the head of the profession, and 
accurate records would be kept. Research of 
a limited, but of a very useful, kind would be- 
come possible. The true research worker 
however, has to be born, and money did not 
mean successful research. He doubted if 
there were 100 men in all Ireland to-day 
capable of setting about investigating the 
cause of cancer in any useful way. A small 
beginning had already been made in this 
direction. The Government, with admirable 
foresight, had sent young dcctors to America 
to learn something of their methods in 
bacteriology and public health, and more 


recently the Adrian Stokes Memorial 
Scholarship, to be held alternately by Trinity 
College and Guy’s Hospital, had been 


founded to promote. original work in 
bacteriology and pathology, in memory of the 
youngest--who knows but he might have 
been the greatest—of the Stokeses connected 
for generations with that hospital. rhe 
large hospital had an undoubted “pull” i 
the teaching of post-graduates. 

Concluding, Dr. Boxwell said that so long 
as the face of secular education in_ thie 
country continued to be scarred by political 
and religious strife, so long as they had 
ministers strangling the intellectual develop- 
ment of a whole people, they might look in 
vain to the Rockefeller and every other 
foundation for grants in aid of scientific 
progress. 


WHERE AMALGAMATION WAS 
DESIRABLE. 


Mr. W. S. Collis, Chairman of the Jumt

differed from some of his remarks as to the 
amalgamation of hospitals, for there was 
a , great deal to said on both 
sides.

It was an unecunomic situation 
to have hospitals overlapping in the same 
districts.

MISS PYE’S IMPRESSIONS. 


Presiding at a meeting of the Irish Section 
of the Women’s International League for 
Peace and Freedom, at Wynn’s Hotel, Dublin,

liss Edith Pye, the speaker of the evening, 
hina, as one of a deputation of 
the Women’s International League, while the 
war was at its worst, in order to see how 
things stood, and how far they in the West 
were responsible for this position, and to set 
up a link of contact between women of the 
West and those of the East in their struggle 
for freedom and peace. She said that she 
was very much afraid that they in Ireland 
had not an international mind. They had a 


far international forces reacted upon them- 
selves, or how much more closely the nations 
of the world had been drawn together. 

Miss Edith Pye said that theirs was the 
first deputation in the history of the world 
that had been sent by organised women in 
the West to their sisters in the East. During 
their visit they were brought more or less 
into contact with the educated section of the 
community. It was difficult to give a picture 
of China, because there were so many levels 
of civilisation. In some places the civilisa- 
tion was at the stage occupied by this country 
600 or 700 years ago. Industrially China was 
a hundred years behind the times. Without 
the schools which had been set up for women 
in China by the missionaries the education 
of the women would not be anything like 
what it is to-day. 

In Canton there was a strong feminist 
movement; the women were very independent 
and a new era was opening for them. Under 
the present Government women were qualified 
to fill anv position that could be filled by 
men. She had found women everywhere 
behind a united China, with a great lonzing 
for peace. Chinese women were very anxious 
to get into touch with Japanese women 
What China wanted was a certain period of 
quiet to attend to her own affairs without 
interference from. outside.

This implied that ques< 
tions bearing on public morality il be

moral code. In some instances this would 
not present much difficulty, as Catholic 
opinion would already have been formed. 
Rut, then, new theories were constantly being 
canvassed. 

In a Catholic nation these must be sub- 
pected to examination in the light of the 

Jnurch’s teaching, and leaders of Catholic 
thought in the countries would find them- 
selves confronted with the continual task of 
forming and cultivating a body of trul 
Catholic opinion on all current topics whi 
have a moral bearing. For the accomplish- 
ment of this task the best and most effective 
means at their disposal] is the Catholic Press. 
it was not the only means; there were others 
which were effective, too; but the Press is of 
primary importance, and ranks first in effec- 
tiveness. In different periods of the Church’s 
history different apostolates were necessary 
to counter the evils of the time. The aposto- 
late of our age is the Catholic Press. 

THE MODERN PRESS. 

Having quoted declarations of Leo XIII. 
and Pius X., the lecturer said that their own 
bishops had long realised the importance of 
the Press. In 1915 they stated—‘‘ The un- 
holy zeal of those who are trying to under- 
mine faith and morality should ‘be at once 
a warning and a stimulus to us to make the 
besc use we can of the great power of 
the Catholic Press for the protection 
and improvement of our devoted people.” 
To appreciate fully the reasons which inspired 
these declarations, said Father Deery, it was 
necessary to consider the nature of the 
modern Press. The Press was of modern 
os and it was significant that the 
‘hurch realised the possibilities of the new 
field The full potentialities of the new 
weapon for propaganda were not appreciated 
or employed until after the French Revolu- 
tion. Then it was that non-Catholics—anti- 
Catholics—were the first in the field. Soon 
came a general freedom of the Press, a 
freedom which often degenerated into licence 
—when effective control, such as religion can 
impose, is lacking. 

The development of the Press in our age 
had been astonishing. It had become the 
great power of the day—the most effective 
means of propaganda, the mainspring of 
every movement. Every tendency in a 
nation’s life, be it intellectual or’ political, 
spiritual or material, tries to win the support 
of the masses through the Press; it seeks to 
make the Press its platform—seeks, in fact, 
to have a mouthpiece of its own among the 
Press. Its power has grown, and its influence 
for good or evi] has increased. 


A NON-CATHOLIC PRESS. 

Mr. Blythe declared some time ago that 
he considered the constant reading of cross- 
Channel papers harmful to the national out- 
look of Irish people. He (Father Deery) did 
not think that these papers, at least in the 
editions for Irish consumption, indulged in 
anti-Irish propaganda. Row much ter 
must be the Nanser to the spiritual outlook 
of a people from the reading of.a non- 
Catholic Press” There might be no definite 
anti-Catholic bias showing, but neither was 
there anything of the universal life of the 
Church, of her various spheres of activity, of 
her struggles to realise justice and peace 
among all, of her constant glorious manifes- 
tations of faith, of her answers to her 
calumniators. The atmosphere was frankly 
materialistic—the mind of the reader was 
cut off ffom his fellow-believers throughout 
the world, he lost his insight into the glory, 
the holiness of the Church of Christ, and 
insensibly his reading blunted the catholicity 
of his mind, dul! the keenness of the 
spiritual outlook, and took the edge off that 
fineness of soul which he should regard as a 
pe heritage, because it sprung directly 
rom the possession oí the true faith. 

Having referred to the effect of anti- 
Catholic propaganda in France, Father Deery 
went on to speak of the establishment of 
L’Universe and to its work under. Louis 
Veuillot. and Montalambert. . There was, he 
said, a Catholic Press in France, but it was 
not united. The awakening, however, came, 
but not before many souls had been lost to 
the Church. The Catholic Press provided an 
antidote against bad reading, formed sound 
opiuion, strengthened faith, and prevented 
the corrosién of materialism from destroying 
the soul. The Press was the enemy's weapon 
of offensive. lt must be the Catholic’s for 
defence and counter-attack. 


IRISH NEWSPAPERS. 

There was no doubt that Ireland is a 
Catholic nation, but, unfortunately, her posi- 
tion in the world of the Catholic Press ig far 
below what it should be. Some Protestant 
bodies are constantly distributing literature 
in our midst; they are using the Press; the 
Christian Scientists have had a stall in the 
Ballsbridge Shows to disseminate their 

ublications. But Catholics lagged behind. 
The lecturer went on to outline the position 
of the Catholic Press in some countries where 
Catholics formed a fair proportion of the 

pulation, taking France, Austria, Germany, 
Holland and a apn as exampleg, and then 
turned to Ireland, explaining the history in 
brief of the various Catholic papers and 
periodicals. Our papers, he said, must rely, 
in the first place, for much of their news on 
non-Catholic agencies and correspondents. 
He instanced the way that Catholic news was 
furnished from these sources, and went on to 
state that some papers had departed from 
the traditional spirit of Irish journalism and 
attempted to pander to sensationalism—a 
murder is always “featured ”; a breach of 
promise is good ‘‘copy”™; letters on un- 
savoury topics are published. Much of the 
matter printed is frivolous at the best. 
In this connection sport oceupies too lar 
a space; and too much of this frivolous read- 
ing enervates the moral sense, destroys the 
more serious qualities of mind. Un- 
doubtedly a section of the public must share 
the blame; it had allowed its taste to become 
vitiated. And occasionally they meet such 
as this (from a weekly paper): “The tene- 
ment class married couple who boast of ten, 
twelve and fifteen children should he 
thoroughly ashamed of themselves for bring- 
Ing so much misery into the world.” This is 
a question that demanded the urgent atten- 
tion of all social agencies in this country. 
MORE PAPERS BEING READ. 
Having made a strong appeal for the sup- 
port of a Catholic Press, Father Deery con- 
cluded by saying that through it would be 
created such a strong y of Catholic 
opinion, exerting its influence and leavening the 
whole mass, that Ireland would be a Catholic 
nation in the fullest sense of the term. 
More papers were being read in Ireland 
than ever before, but the bulk of the reading 
not only did not help the Catholic spirit, 
bais 
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but served to make it atrophied. The re 

was the Catholic Press. e knew that the 
faith is still strong in the hearts of most 
Irish men and women, but it must be kept 
strong. The history of France should ever 
be á warning to them, to remind them that, 
if they neglected the Catholic Press, they 
neglected the simplest and most. obvious 
means of keeping religion in a flourishing con- 
dition. Their support of the Catholic Press 
was ae weak ; yet everything depended 
upon it.

NIGHT MEETING. 
THE POOR AND HELPLESS. 


At the night meeting at the Mansion House, 
the Rev. J. O’Kelleher, 8.T.D., read a paper 
on “ A Catholic Nation: Its Destitute, De- 
pendent, and Helpless Classes.”’ 

In his opening passages, Dr. O’Kelleher 
dwelt on the natural impulse produced by 
“the glaring contrast tween excessive 
wealth and luxury on the one hand, and the 
extreme poverty and destitution on the other, 
which is to be found in every civilised country 
to-day.”” Serious and well-meaning persons 
are inclined to denounce the entire social 
system as un-Christian and inhuman, to 
dilate on the natural equality of men and 
their supernatural brotherhood in Christ. All 
this virtuous denunciation and eloquent appeal 
to high principles are not merely futile, but 
positively injurious. Instead of relieving the 
situation, they only intensify discontent and 
drive men’s thoughts towards a transforma- 
tion of the Misting order, making them 
contemptuous of the only practical methods 
of relief that can be brought to bear. 
Fundamental principles are valuable as _ in- 
dicating the lities along which we should 
work to redress the evils, but not as affording 
any effectual solution. 

To human nature, as it is constituted, two 
institutions are indispensable—-social authority 
and private property. Had not man fallen, 
they would both have been unnecessary and 
unjustifiable. With our passions and vices 
we need authority in order to live in tolerable 
peace, and property in order to provide for 
ourselves and our dependents. But the per- 
versity of men’s nature has succeeded in 
corrupting the very institutions intended to 
check it, so that authority often becomes a 
weapon of tyranny and oppression, and 
private property an instrument of rapacity in 
the hands of the few which condemns the 
many to destitution. Impatient reformers 
would, therefore, abolish them altogether. 
Here, with her wisdom and experience, the 
Church comes to our aid, warning us that 
social authdrity and private property, how- 
ever they may be perverted and abused by 
human passion, are our only alternative to 
anarchy and unrestrained rapacity. These 
abuses have been condemned by some of her 
greatest doctors and preachers, not infre- 
quently in violent and unbalanced language. 


AN OFFICIAL UTTERANCE. 

Far different are her official utterances, 
such as that of the great Pope, Leo XIII. 
More than 37 years ago his famous Encyclical 
declared: “ All agree, and there can be no 
question whatever, that some remedy must 
be found, and found quickly, for the misery 
and wretchedness pressing so heavily and 
unjustly at this moment on the vast majority 
of the working classes. . , By degrees 
it has come to s that working-men have 
been surrender 
to the hard-heartedness of employers and 
the of unchecked competition. . . . 
so that @ small number of very rich men 
have been able to lay upon the teeming 
masses of the labouring poor a yoke Ii 
better than that of slavery itself.” 

It might seem reasonable to hold that the 
State is bound to make adequate provision 
for all these. 
because they achieve destitution, and others 
because they have destitution thrust upon 
them. ‘The first of these classes is the great 
natural enemy of the second. Were it not 
for them the obligation of the community 
would be clear. In view of the present wide- 
spread tendency to idleness and extravagance, 
it would be a direct incentive to these vices 
to saddle the State with such an obligation. 
The members of the community might be ex- 
pected at the most to make the best pro- 
vision it can for the various classes of its 
dependents, and to take care that its 
is not abused. 


THE SICK AND INFIRM. 

In the case of the sick and infirm, the same 
general principle holds good in theory: that 
individual citizens, should be given the oppor- 
tunity to. provide for themselves and their 
dependents in time of sickness, although even 


be unable to make such personal provision. 
Fortunately, this matter always appeals 
strongly to individual generosity, and where 
its fruits fall short the State should come 
to the rescue. As to the provision and main- 
tenance of hospitals, the wisest policy would 
appear to encourage ivate enterprise and 
benevolence. The deficit should be made good 
by the State, which would be well repaid by 
the improved health, happiness and efficiency 
of the community as a whole. 

The case of the aged poor and the chronic 
infirm, who are not subjects for hospital 
treatment, is more difficult. To ón 
adequately for all of these at the public ex- 
pense would require a State institution in 
evéry town and village in Ireland. The 
example of the ‘‘ workhouse”’ is not encourag- 
mg. Furthermore, the principle of holding 
the State responsible for their maintenance 
would be inequitable, injurious to the in- 
terests of the community, and ultimately of 
the aged and infirm themselves. Here again 
it is only in the last resort that the State is 
bound to come to their relief. They have 
prior claims on their own relatives as well 
as on the Christian benevolence of their more 
fortunately placed neighbours. A wonderful 
amount is at present being done by relatives 
and friends, as well as by Christian associa- 
tions and religious orders. The result of

A somewhat similar problem arises in con- 
nection with destitate children, and towards 
its solution similar principles should be 
applied.

FEW people imagine that there is either 
rhyme or reason in the convention 
which calls the liner a Jady and always 
gives masculine names to bells. Yet it is 
not generally realised that bells are 
curiously human and almost feminine in 
their wilfulness. We might call a bell 
“Big Ben” or “Great Peter,” but it 
would be far more appropriate to cal] it 
“ Big Bessie’ or ‘‘ Wilful Winifred.’ 
Even the founders do not know how a 
bell ~will behave, or what it may do next. 
For instance, “Great Peter” in York 
Minster is not proving to be the strong, 
silent male that the name implies, but a 
clatterbox. At one time it required as 
many as forty men to make this eleven- 
ton Bourdon bell start. Now it has been 
recast and rehung, and one man is 
sufficient; but, unfortunately, “ Great 
Peter,’’ being once started, does not know 
when to stop. He cannot strike the hour 
without running on for several minutes. 
It is quite impossible for the citizens of 
York to take their time from the stroke 
of the bell. He recently struck twelve, 
and then continued to strike one hundred 
and fifty! 
The strange thing is that, even as a 
baby, “ Great Peter ” proved fisappoint- 
ing. The generous people of York sub- 
scribed two thousand pounds nearly eighty 
years ago, and at that time the bell was 
a marvel of industry. Seventeen tons of 
metal were melted for it, and were run 
into the mould in seven minutes and a 
half. It took fourteen days in cooling 
before the clay mould was removed from 
it, and then it was found that nothing 
but excessive man power would make 
“Great Peter” speak. Until a short 
while ago the bell had usually to be left 
silent, but now that Peter has been in the 
foundry beauty-parlour and has been 
rehung on ball bearings, the fault is that 
he talks too much. 


CHANGE OF SEX. 


One of the few bells to receive a feminine 
name was “ Mary’’ of Oxford, and there- 
by hangs a tale which. serves to illustrate 
what “strange critters’’ bells are. The 
name was a compliment to a queen, and 
at the time this famous seven-ton bell in 
the gate tower of Christchurch was so 
sweet that the Vice-Chancellor waxed 
lyrical in praise. 

“ Oh, delicate and sweet harmony !”’ he 


said after naming the bell. “ Oh, 
beautiful Mary! How musically she 
sounds! How strangely she pleaseth the 
ear!” Later the bell was recast, and, 
presumably, had changed sex in the 
process. It became “Tom” of Oxford, 
and, lo, the voice was changed, too. It 


was unpleasantly hoarse and masculine. 

“ Big Ben ” has always been a source of 
trouble. Coming from his northern 
foundry, he hoomed just a few times over 
London, and then cracked. Thereupon he 
was brought down into Westminster 
Palace Yard for execution. An iron ball 
weighing twenty-four hundred weight was 
raised thirty feet in the air and then 
dropped on the bell. In this way “ Big 
Ben ” was broken into two great pieces, 
and taken back to a foundry to be recast ; 
but even when he was restored to his place 
over Parliament he refused to give satis- 
faction, and has never done so. 


BICGEST ON EARTH. 


In a few weeks’ time the biggest bell on 
earth will be heard, and there is naturally 
a lot of speculation as to how it will 
behave. This is the Bourdon which is 
being hung in the Park evenue Baptist 
church in New York. It will probably be 
popularly called “ Big John “; for it is 
one‘of the wonderful carillon to form the 
Rockefeller Memorial in the church of 
which Dr. Fosdick is pastor. It is a 
British bell, cast in a famous Croydon 
foundry, and has required 78,400 pounds 
of metal. Every detail in this carillon 
has been sent out from England, and 
British bell experts recently sailed to com- 
plete the task of placing the mammoth 
bell in position. It will be a dramatic 
moment when “ Big John ” is set. going 
for the first time; for there has never yet 
been a great bel] whose behaviour could be 
predicted with certainty. 

There is one curious myth about bells 
which is always perpetuated by authors 
of sentimental ballads. They love to sing 
of “ those silver beils,” and, consequently, 
the public has fondly imagined that the 
presence of silver is largely responsible 
for the music. Experts know that, when 
it comes to making big bells, silver would 
be impossible. The great bell of Rouen 
Cathedral was always called the “ Silver 
Bell,” but, when it was broken up to make 
cannon for the French Revolution, not a 
trace of silver was found. Copper, brass, 
zinc, and iron form the usual component 
metals. 

Some bells may be overworked, but 
Britain possesses the laziest one in the 
world. This is the famous great bell of 
St. Paul’s Cathedral. It is rung only on 
the death of a member of the Royal 
Family, a Bishop of the Diocese, a Dean 
of the Cathedral, or a Lord Mayor of 
London. Yet even this bell has been found 
to have its faults; experts have declared 
that it has no distinct note.

MEDICAL CERTIFICATION IN 
THE FREE STATE. 


The following statement was issued last 
night by Mr. T. Hennessy, F.,R.C.8.L., 
Irish Medical Secretary, British Medical 
Association :'— 

Medical practitioners, who are medical 
certifiers for sickness benefits under the 
National Health Insurance Acts, in the 
counties of Cavan, Cork, Kilkenny, Limerick, 
Tipperary (S.R.), Wexford and Wicklow, have 
declared against the decision of the Naticnal 
Health Commission to change the area of the 
pool for payment of certification from the 
dispensary district to the county. They 
have, however, expressed their readiness to 
adhere to the agreement that they entered 
into in 1915 with the National Health Com- 
mission, which provided the dispensary dis- 
trict as the area of the pool for rural districts 
aim areas with a population of less than 


The main objection to the change of the 
Pool area is that the big majority of the 
medical certifiers would have the capitation 
fee of insured persons for medical certi- 
fication reduced from 2s. 8d. and 2s. 3d. to 
as low as 9d. This reduction would, how- 
ever, mean a very substantial increase in the 
capitation fees of insured persons who are 
certified by those doctors whom the National 
Cath easerragee “Í and the approved 
societies charge with issuing an abno

To anyone of modern ideas 
he is a much more sympathetic figure—Louis 
Napoleon—more sympathetic, because I am 
sure any of us would find an hour in his 
company delightful, and I think that twenty 
seconds with Napoleon I. would be not only 
intolerable, but shattering in the extreme. 

We have in Louis Napoleon a man much 
more of our own flesh and blood, more of our 
own size and weight, a man who does not 
assume that war is a good thing in itself; he 
takes more interest in the condition of his 
people otherwise than as mere food for the 
uns of his enemies. He has had a more 
intelligent training than that which falls to 
the lot of most established royalties; he sa 
had an education, he really saw the world, 
met, men and women as eguals, and had had 
a life not without adventure. He was a 
man very much alone in the world, not very 
repossessing in appearance, dull-eyed, and 
very silent. He had one unswerving faith—a 
belief in something he sometimes called his 
destiny and sometimes his star, a belief as 
unshakeable as that of some figure of the 
medieval ages in his faith that he would 
become Emperor of the French. 


‘L'IDEE NAPOLEONNE.” 


The most important of his writings on the 

Napoleonic legend in its after political effects 
was written during his first residence in 
London—‘‘ L’Idée Napoleonne.”’ In that 
you will find the doctrine of St. Helena set 
out in its fullest form—peace, democracy and 
nationalism for everybody; the exposition of 
the political creed of Bonapartism set out by 
the man who lived to carry it into effect. 
From it we learn how the European war was 
forced on the Emperor by an impetuous 
public opinion, and get some sort of sketch 
of his beneficence in France and outside 
France in his efforts for a united Italy, and 
bright prospects for Germany and Poland— 
a promise that behind the glory of his armies 
there would be a great and lasting glory for 
his people. 
The Revolution of 1848 was probably the 
most interesting of European revolutions. It 
contained almost all the elements possible to 
a revolution—political, social and economic. 
It was a revolution of the middle classes and 
the lewer classes. It broke out purely by 
chance. There was a certain amount of riot- 
ing going on about a political question in 
which people were not very much interested. 
A crowd went roarigg down a street 
in Paris on their way to tell the 
Minister in the Foreign Office precisely what 
they thought of him. Infantry were guard- 
ing the Foreign Office under a bad-tempered 
Corsican sergeant—another of these bad- 
tempered Corsicans.. The leader of the mob 
was shot by the sergeant, and the troops 
fired a volley into the crowd. That accident 
started the Revolution of 1848, ended the 
Orleanist monarchy, sent the last Bourbon 
King out of France, and started the rather 
precarious reign of the Second Repubiic. The 
news came to Louis Napoleon, and he left 
for Paris to see what could be got. The 
Government heard of his arrival, and asked 
him to go home. He went home, having 
made himself known as a decent, orderly man 
to. the people of Paris. On his return he 
found ndon rather unsettled owing to an 
expected rising of the Chartists. He offered 
his services, and paraded a beat near Water- 
loo. Bridge as a special constable, because, 
he said, order must be kept in revolutions. 


A SURPRISiNG THING. 


During the early weeks and months of 
1848 Bonapartist propaganda was intensified 
in France. All Louis Napoleon 's friends, 
old soldiers and heroes who remained from 
his descents on Boulogne and Strasburg, 
began to excite public opinion. Sitting at 
home in London he was beginning to be- 
come a name to two sets of people: the 
decent Paris tradesmen who objected to per- 
petual revolution saw in him a guarantee of 
firm government; the Paris workmen saw in 
him a hope for Socialism; he had writien a 
pamphlet on the abolition of unemployment. 
That a prince and a pretender had heard 
there was a working class was a very .sur- 
prising thing at that date. 

He was elected one of the deputies for

1848, and was remembered as a man who 
had won his greatest victory over French- 
men, which rather diminished his chances. 
From 1848 to 1850 Louis Napoleon went 
about, living a perfectly blameless life, a 
rather bhua figure, not a great dictator. 
But whilst going up and down the country 
opening railways—and that was the great 
year of railway building in France—he was 
taking steps, and his friends were taking 
still more effective steps, to cultivate the 
friendship of one body of men for whom he 
had a unique appeal—the French Army. It 
was not a very easy thing for a French 
soldier not to respond to the friendship of a 
man named Napoleon. There was beginning 
to be a sort of bond between Napoleon and 
the army. 


CROWNING THE LEGEND. 


Then the Parliament got itself into a 
struggle with its President. He had been 
elected President in 1848. As the law stood, 
he was bound to retire in 1852. As his name 
was Napoleon he did not want to retire. He 
pores to remain President of the French 
epublic, if not something more. There was 
a vague feeling that something dreadful was 
going to happen in 1852; perhaps, a Socialist 
rising. They rather turned towards the idea 
of a strong President called Napoleon, with 
the Army by his side. For a short time 
Parliament and President mancuvred for 
position. It was never known which was 
going to arrest the other, There was some 
talk of sending Napoleon to Vincennes. Then 
the members of Parliament became extra- 
ordinarily frightened for fear the President 
would run them in. 
The Army was on the President's side. 
The first step was to knock out Parliament. 
In the coup d’etat, the Opposition leaders 
were all arrested in bed, and that was the 
end of sam parliamentary government in 
France for some ¢ime. He then proceeded 
to shape the Republic into the first 
Napoleonic phase; he turned it into a Con- 
sulate. There was a new Constitution. 
making him President for ten years. During 
the year 1852 he became more and more the 
Emperor ; he was prayed for in the churches, 
his name was on the coins. The portraits of 
Napoleon in the art galleries in Versailles 


In due course the Senate asked him to over- 
come his natural prejudices against becoming 
the Emperor, and he became the Emperor. 
Seven millions of a total poll of eight millions 
in France voted for him, because, as Gil Blas 
said, “the peasant France wanted to crown 
his legend.”’ 


FROM THRONE TO EXILE. 


The effect of all this on Louis Napoleon 
Was very curious. From the moment he 
became Emperor he seemed to lose his direc- 
tion. His one guiding star up to that 
moment had been his determination to become 
Fmperor of France. In many situations 
during the next few years he did not seem 
to know what to do next. I suspect there 's- 
a kev to that odd check. He believed he 
would become Emperor. He saw that ap- 
parently impossible thing happen. He saw 
France surge to the polls to bring him into 
power after the overthrow of a Monarchy and 
a Republic. He emerged from that amazing 
experience, thinking that all events are 
fated: that there is a destiny which no man 
can alter, which directs the course of events; 
that nothing could prevent his becoming 
Emperor of France. A very paralysing re- 
flection: a man who believes events are fated 
will drift against the stream; he will not 
be very much given to making plans, or 
thrusting himseif across the stream. Many of 
his speeches at that time show that that was 
verv much his frame of mind.

“FOR PRIVATE CIRCULATION.” 

Mr. 8. BRADY (Fianna Fail, Dublin Co.) 
said that those people who had been making 
fortunes out of evil literature had found it 
sufficiently profitable to enable them to 
employ great lawyers to help them to evade 
the law. To meet that, he thought it would 
he advisable that the Minister should insert a 
clause in the bill making it illegal to 
advertise or “write up” any of the banned 
literature. They should make provision to 
control advertisements in the Irish editions 
of those papers. There was also the possi- 
bility that a certain paper or periodical would 
be put on the Black List, and, as happened 
with political papers in the past, when 
censored, they would come out the following 
week under a different title. Some provision 
should be inserted to prevent that. 

He noticed that throughout the bill they 


were dealing with the importation of 
hooks for ‘* sale or distribution,” but 
he thought it would be well that the 


Minister should make it illegal to keep such 
books without licence. He could foresee 
people bringing banned books into the 
country and handing them round amongst 
their friends. He was cohvinced that the 
greatest amount of harm was being done in 
the country at the present by books of this 
nature being circulated in this way. 

Mr. 8. GOULDING (F.F., Waterford) 
said that he would like the Minister to 
state what would be the position of a pub- 
lic library which had in its catalogue books 
that were banned. There should be time 
given to the Library Committees to go 
through their books and find out what 
exactly should be removed. 

Mr. R. ANTHONY (Labour, Cork Boro’) 
said that he found himself in entire agree- 
ment with the principle underlying the bill, 
but he would like to say that to him the 
words “ public morality’ appeared rather 
vague and required further definition. Tle 
hoped to have an assurance from the Minister 
that in the bill there was no intention to 
restrict liberty of religious, economic, or 
political thought. 

BREEDING “ NOSEY PARKERS.”

They might go too far with this probibi- 
tion, and as a result introduce into this 
country a very profitable industry—boot- 
legging in books. If they were not careful 
they might be the means through this bill 
of giving a rather effective advertisement to 
a class of literature which they all wanted 
to keep out of the country. 

Fielding and Smollett had been mentioned, 
and to students of history those books were 
of some value. The same was true of certain 
French authors, whose works might be re- 
garded as fillhy and unclean by some, but 
still were books of a high moral. character. 
If those books were to be banned he did 
not think it would be a good thing for the 
country. He agreed that books mainly of a 
sexual character should be kept out, but in 
the description he would - like to have it 
clearly defined, and that they would not find 
coming under the ban books dealing with 
economics, philosophy and sociology, even 
though those books advanced theories not 
acceptable to the majority of the people of 
the country. 

The debate was adjourned. 


COMPULSORY IRISH. 


INFLICTION UPON LEGAL 
PROFESSION. 
Mr. MARTIN CONLAN (Govt... Roscom- 


mon) moved the second reading of the Legal 
Vive gor (Qualification) Bull. He said 
that one of the reasons for the introduction 
of this bill was that the legal profession, as 
a whole, had not shown much inclination to 
do justice to the Irish language. The 
Gaeltacht Commission in their report had 
recommended that pérsons should not after 
the lapse of a certain time be admitted to 
either the solicitors’ or the barristers’ profes- 
sion without a competent knowledge of the 
Irish language. The medical and the 
engineering professions were in a different 
category irom the lawyers. Solicitors and 
barristers were officers of the Courts, and he 
considered it the duty of the Government to 
see that the officers of the Courts should 
fall in with the national policy in regard 
to the use of the Irish language. He thought 
that most people did not realise: what the 
position of the people in the Gaeltacht was 
when they wanted the assistance of a solicitor 
or counsel who could speak Irish. How would 
it be if, in English-speaking districts, 
only lawyers who spoke only Irish could be 
had? He thought that the legal profession 
should be brought into line with the other 
institutions in the State. He was only con- 
cerned to see that the people got the service 
to which they were entitled, and that the 
legal profession, as a whole, would be in a 
position to render that service.. Section ó 
of the bill provided that no person shall 
be admitted to either branch of the legal 
profession unless he had a _ competent 
knowledge of the Irish language. He appealed 
to the deputies of all parties to support the 
bill. 

McFADDEN (Govt., Donegal) said 
that, as the declared policy of the Govern- 
ment was the restoration of the Irish 
language, this bill, which would aid that 
policy, ought to have their approval; for it 
was impossible to have in this country a self- 
reliant people unless they had as their bul- 
wark the national language. There were few 
departments in public life in which the Irish 
language could be more usefully employed 
than in the. Courts. 

THE WRONG PROCEDURE. 

Major COOPER (Govt., Dublin County) 
said that he did not object to the Irish 
language—because twenty years ago he had 
done his best to learn it—but, he asked, how 
was the object of the bill to be carried out? 
The Gaeltacht Commission, in their report, 
recommended that the Government should 
approach the governing bodes of the legal 
profession—the Incorporated Law Society and 
the Benchers of the King’s Inns. hese 
bodies. Mr. Conlon admitted, had not been 


approached on the subject. There were 
reciprocal arrangements between the Irish 
and the English Courts by which Irish 


barristers could be admitted to the English 
Bar and English barristers to the Irish Bar. 
If an examination in Irish were to be im- 
posed upon them, the English would have a 
good excuse for breaking off that arrange- 
nent. 

There were people in the Gaeltacht who 
found it difficult to obtain legal assistance in 
Irish, but. as the demand would create a 
supply there would be undoubtedly in twenty 
vears’ time Gaelic-speaking barristers and 
solicitors. If the bill got a second reading 
it would go before a Special Committee, and 
come back to the House in what was virtually 
its completed form. He hoped that some 
members of the legal profession would be 
represented on that Committee. He believed 
that the change would come by evolution, 
not by revolution. 

WHERE MR. CONLON FAILED. 

Captain REDMOND (N.L.,. Waterford), 
opposing the bill, said that he did so because 
he was consistently against compulsion In any 
form. In his view compulsion was not the 
proper means to secure that there should be 
more Irish spoken in the country than there 
was to-day. As to the necessity for legal 
practitioners having a knowledge of Irish, 
there was no profession in the world where, 
if there was a demand for it, there would not 
be a supply. If admission to the legal pro- 
fession was to be confined to those passing a 
qualifying examination in Irish, why should 
it not be laid down that a knowledge of 
Irish was essential for election to the Dail? 
He thought that Deputy Conlan should 
have introduced a bill proposing that in every 
walk of life Irish should be compulsory, and 
especially there in the Dail. If it was the 
settled policy that Irish should be compulsory 
in every branch of life, why not come forward 
and bring in a comprehensive measure? He 
thought Deputy Conlan had been wanting in 
not consulting the governing bodies of the 
legal profession, the Bar Council and the In- 
corporated Law Society. If he had done 
that he would have discovered that at the 
preliminary examinations under these bodies 
Irish was an optional subject. ~If those who 
went forward to practice law in this country 
found that there was a demand for Írish- 
speaking lawyers, they would take Irish as 
one of the optional subjects. He did not 
think that the legal profession, as a whole, 
was hostile to the Irish language, though it 
did not favour compulsion. 
Mr. BUCKLEY (F.F., Kildare), in sup- 
porting the bill, said that there was a large 
section in the country whose settled policy 
was to further the spread of the language in 
every way, and it did not matter whether 
Deputy Redmond or Deputy Cooper were 
opposed to that. He hoped that the bill 
would soon become law. 


MR. BLYTHE ENTHUSIASTIC. —. 
Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, in 
giving his personal support to the bill, said 
that if the matter had not been dealt with 
by a private deputy’s bill, and if it had been 
left for the Government to take some action 
on the White Paper which was prepared in 
connection with the Gaeltacht Commission 
Report, it was probable that it would have 
proceeded differently. The most likely action 
of the Government would have been to 
approach the Benchers of the King’s Inns and 
the Council of the Incorporated Law. Society 
and to point out to them the constitutional 
position of Irish, the needs of the Gaeltacht 
and the Government declaration of policy on 
the Gaeltacht Commission’s report indicating 
that they should do something to secure that 
future members of the legal profession should 
have a knowledge of Irish. If the 
two bodies had promised to hold ex:

It was asked what the standard should 
be. He thought that perhaps “it 
would be necessa to somewhat 
lower the standard below that which 
should be insisted on later. They had 


to recognise the difficulties of the position, 
and to some extent the difficulties of the in- 
dividual. So far as the question of reci- 
rocity was concerned, he thought there was 
ittle point in it. He did not think that 
there was going to be any interchange of 
barristers in the future. Under the new 
conditions people who had practised five 
years at the Irish Bar were not likely to 
go to the English Bar, and consequently if 
such provisions for reciprocity were lost, he 
did not think it would be any great matter. 
In any case, in taking the steps necessary 
to preserve the Irish ianguage, they could 
not be held up by these things for the sake 
of the convenience—and it was only the ques- 
tion of convenience—of a few individuals. 


HIS ONLY DOUBT. ... 

It might be that the age of 16 years was 
too low or too high. The Government, in 
preparing the White Paper on the Gaeltacht 
report, thought that 16 “was a reasonable age, 
and that it was no hardship to say that 
those who reached that age should a a 
knowledge of Irish before becoming solicitors 
or barristers. 

While the matter might have been dealt 
with along different lines, the principles in 
the measute were quite reasonable and 
proper, and probably would settle the matter 
more satisfactorily and with less disability or 
question of difficulty afterwards than if other 
lines were adopted. 

Mr. FAHY (F.F., Galway), who spoke 
in Irish, supported the measure which he 
considered was long overdue. He would 
prefer to see the age 18 years, as he con- 
sidered compulsory Irish was in operation in 
the country for five years. Deputy Cooper 
had referred to children attending schools 
outside the country, and he (Deputy Fahy) 
would like to remind him that the laws of 
the ‘Free State were not made for those 
people. He would go so far as to say that 
Irish should be made compulsory not only 
for lawyers, but for doctors, engineers and 
priests. His party’s only objection was that 
the bill did not go far enough. 


WHAT ABOUT TRADE UNIONS? 

Mr. JOHN GOOD (Independent, Dublin) 
said that, the principle of the bill being one 
of compulsion, he was opposed to it. He 
ene compulsory Irish when it was ap- 
plied. to primary education, for he held that 
any of them should be free to select whatever 
subjects they considered most suitable in 


education. Now they had taken a step 
further. This bill had been introduced by a 


private member, and he took it that it was 
going to be supported by the Government. 
Without any interlude or intimation of any 
character, it was going to apply the principle 
of compulsion to two very important pro- 
fessions without any consultation at all with 
them. He thought that it was a very unwise 
ee for that or any other Government to 
adopt 

‘Suppose,’ continued Mr. Good, ‘‘ that a 
private bill was introduced here which would 
make it compulsory on all tradesmen to have 
a knowledge of Irish before they could get 
into the various trades. I can imagine such 
a bill calling forth the strongest protests 
from the Labour meribers against such inter: 
ference on the part of the State with their 
trades. In the bill before the House we have 
exactly the same principle applied to two 
professions. It is a distinction without a 
difference, and I think the questicn has been 
approached in the wrong way without con- 
sultations of any kind.”’ 


A DISTINCT INJUSTICE. 
He did not think that the people in the 
State who spoke only Irish suffered under a 
great disability because all doctors were not 
able tv speak Irish. Except in a few isolated 
cases in remote parts of the country the 
people understood English. He had carried 
out works in various parts of the country, 
even in remote districts, and he had never 
any difficulty in that way. He was sure that. 
a great deal more was being made of that 
matter than there were grounds for. 
The two professions to which this bill 
5 eager were largely recruited from middle- 
class families. Many of their young people 
to-day were being educated in schools outside 
the Saorstát. That had been the custom cf 
those families for generations, and those 
young people would have no knowledge of 
Irish, for at the age of 16 he theacht their 
education was fairly complete. It was a 
distinct hardship on any of those who in- 
tended entering either of these professions. 
At least five years’ notice should be given 
of such a serious change of that kind, so 
that any young persons who intended follow- 
ing those professions would have an oppor- 
tunity of learning Irish. 

Mr. GOULDING (F.F., 

supported the hill. 

MR. ANTHONY'S DOUBTS. 
Mr. ANTHONY supported the bill. He 
said that the second reading might be made 
a peg on which to hang a discussion of the 
whole educational position, particularly of the 
Irish language, and its effects on education 
on the youth of the country. There was, he 
said, a lack of moral courage on the part of 
many of their public representatives. It was 
not considered by some to he politic to say 
what they thought for fear they would bring 
upon themselves the antagonism of certain 
interests in the country. Those interests 
might be clerical or lay, but they all knew 
they were. present. For that reason he con- 
sidered it would be a very useful thing to 
have this discussion and examine the whole 
situation, apart altogether from the position 
of the law students. 
_In the case of 99 per cent. of the popula- 
tion when a boy or gir! went home from 
school with an exercise written in Irish their 
parents were unable to. examine or correct it, 
and that was a different state of things from 
that which obtained in regard to English 
exercises. ‘That part of education had “‘ zone 
west.” He did not want to inflict hardships 
upon men or women who might be hindered 
or turned away altogether from their intended 
career. There were young people who were 
In too great a hurry in the matter of further- 
ing the language. To-day working-class 
children were suffering severely from that 
hurry. He admitted that the revival of the 
language had come to stay—(hear, hear)—but 
& very severe handicap had been inflicted 
upon the present generation of children. They 
were being sacrificed educationally. 


THE RESULT IN THE SCHOOLS. 
Mr. BUCKLEY asked if the deputy was 
aware that the schools most fully in touch 
with Irish had the best results not alone in 
Irish, but in other subjects. | 
Mr. DERRIG (F.F., Kilkenny), asked Mr. 
Anthony to give the House data upon which 
his statement as to the “ suffering” was 
based. 

Mr. ANTHONY said that he could do so. 
but he had not come prepared with such data: 
but when he compared the intellectual 
standard of the children of to-day with those 
of twenty years ago he saw the difference. 
Mr. DERRIG said that the reports of the 
Inspectors of National Schools showed that 
there was no foundation for the statement. 
Mr. LITTLE (F.F.. Waterford), supporting 
the bill, said that all educetion was compul- 
sory, and it was no handicap to have to learn 
one subject in preference to another. Solicitors 
and barristers were officers of the courts, and 
it would be inconsistent to make one set of 
officers learn Irish, and allow others to avoid 
it. He had great hope that the measure 
would encourage a love of the Irish language. 
among the educated classes, which was the 
one way of bringing into existence a cultured 
modern Irish s , which, with a few shin- 
ing exceptions, they had not to-day. 
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_ CHURCH. AND -STATE;: 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—The Catholic Truth Society is dis- 
cussitig the relation of Church and State in a 
“Catholic” country like Ireland. May 
say a few words in explanation of this word 
“Catholic”! It is used by all the speakers 
and writers to distinguish the doctrines and 
discipline of the Roman or Papal Church; 
but there are other Churches which are not 
subject to the Roman or Papal Church. 
These are all what may be called “' national 
Churches.’’ They are self-governing and in- 
dependent. Being national, they seldom or 
never clash with the civil government of the 
State to which they belong, because they 
recognise the divine authority of the State 
equally with that of the Church. They are 
democratic in their constitution and admit 
the laity into their councils and government. 

The Church of Ireland is a very striking 
illustration of such a national Church. It 
was intensely loyal to the Government of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, 
and to-day it is equally loyal to the Irish 
Free State Government and to the Govern- 
ment of *Northern’ Ireland. As the lex 
credendi is the lex orandi, I quote the follow- 
ing prayer from our Revised Prayer-book :— 
Book with Thy favour upon our os 
and Empire, and preserve them from all 

rils. Save and protect our Sovereign Lord, 

ing George, enrich him plenteously with 
heavenly gifts, and prosper his counsels for 
the welfare of his people. Bless also our 
racious Queen Mary, Edward Prince of 

ales and all the Royal Family. Guard in 
Thy good providence this our land. Bless 
and direct the Chief Governors in Ireland and 
those who bear rule under them. Endue with 
wisdom and strength the Ministers of the 
Crown, the High Court of Parliament, and 
the Parliaments in Ireland, at this time 
assembled, and all who are set in authority.” 
We prayed for the Ministers of the Irish Free 
State from the day it was constitutionally 
established. We pray for the de facto system 
of government under which we find ourselves, 
whatever may be our private opinions on 
political matters.

that be.”

body is the ory The “ National '' Synod 
of Maynooth held last year consisted ex- 
clusively of bishops. Its: deliberations were 
held within closed doors, and every member 
was pledged to secrecy. The tishops are the 
nominees of the Pope; they derive their 
authority from him, and take an oath of 
absolute obedience to him. Thas tne 
“Catholic Church,” as the term is used by 
the readers and speakers at the meetings of 
the Catholic Truth Society, really means the 
Pope and the Committees of Cardinals, whom 
he alone appoints to assist him in carrying 
out the government of that Church of which 
he is the supreme head. As he is believed 'to 
be infallible, there is, and, logically, can be, 
no appeal from his decrees, which are im- 
posed on the bishops, by them imposed on 
the priests, and by the priests imposed upou 
the laity. 

As an illustration of what I say, I my 
refer to the laws of the Roman Church on 
marriage. Pope Pius X. ordered that Com- 
mittee of Cardinals known as the Sacred 
Congregation of the Council] to revise the 
canon law on marriage. The result was the 
decree Ne T7 emere, which was sent to the 
bishops in Ireland, and by them to the parish 
priests, who were directed to read it to their 


people. It thus became the law of marriage 
for every “‘ good Catholic.” No notice was 
taken of the fact that in some cases it 


rendered null and void certain marriages 
which .were recognised by the State, and are 
still recognised as valid by the laws of the 
Irish Free State. Is it seriously suggested 
now that in an ideal “Catholic State’’ the 
laws of the civil legislature are to be over- 
ridden by the laws of the Pope and the 
Roman Curia? This is the real question 
which we have to face when people talk of a 
“Catholic State ’’ in Ireland. This 1s the 
question which, under the misleading name 
of a “' religious ” question, has eauged an 
upheaval in. every Christian country in the 
world; it is really. the question of an 
imperium in imperio, 

Should anyone object to my using the term 
““Roman Church” instead of “Catholic 
Church,” I have the highest authority for 
doing so. The third session of the Council of 
Trent lays down the fpllowing decree :— 
“This Council has thought good that the 
Symbol of faith which the lély Roman Church 
makes use of—as beingthat principle wherein 
all who profess the faith of Christ necessarily 
agree, and that firm and ‘alone foundation 
against which the gates of hell shall. never 
prevail—be expressed in the very same words 
in which it is read in all the churches.”’ 
Then follows the Nicene Creed. As both the 
Roman and Irish .Churches use this creed 
in their Eucharistic offices, they can both 
claim the title “‘ Catholic.” It is a degrada-

KERRY COUNTY COUNCIL 


INQUIRY REGARDING RECENT 
FRAUDS. 
From OUR Own CoORRESPONDENY. 
TRALEE, Friday. 

Further evidence regarding the loss to the 
Kerry County Council of £1,700, in respect 
of which three of the staff are undergoing 
terms of imprisonment, was taken at Tralee 
to-day by Mr. Quigley, Chief of the Local 
Government Roads Department in the Free 
State. 

Mr. Quinlan, County Secretary, in his evi- 
dence, said that anything that occurred could 
not make any change in the office system. 
He discussed the matter with a bank manager 
and others, and they could suggest no better 
way than the present system. 

he Inspector remarked that he would be 
a very courageous rogue who would attempt 
* fraud with the efforts that were now being 
made to detect him. 

Mr. Kennedy, accountant to the County 
Council, said that it was no part of the duty 
of the office staff to examine endorsements on 


paying orders. 
Replying to the Inspector, he said that: it 
was hard to expect any member of the staff 


to have any suspicion of what was going on 
when one of the men responsible was a trusted 
official of almost thirty years’ standing. 

The Inspector said that it was, indeed a 
strange experience—one, he was glad to say, 
that never came his way—to find that a 
man whom they knew for so long, and kept 
company with, an Irishman and a Catholic, 
would be guilty of such a heinous offence. I! 
did not know, said Mr. Quigley, whether 
we are going to alter it, but we must try 
to take steps to prevent its recurrence in 
this country, and the commission of a similar 
crime in other counties. 

Mr. Kennedy—Of course, this occurred 
during a period in which there was a lot 
of moral looseness. 

The Inspector said that that was so, and, 
perhaps, it was all an aftermath of the war. 
Mr. Delahunty, county surveyor, in his 
evidence said that most of his time was taken 
ap with bridges. Nothing could have been 
done by him to detect the fraud which had 
been perpetrated. 

Did it ever occur to you, asked the In- 
spector, that this particular method in Kerry 
of supplying stones by piecemeal, and bein 

paid for every fortnight, was a metho 

peculiarly open to fraud? 

Jt occurred to me that it was open to 
fraud from the supplier's point of view, 
inasmuch as a man might change a heap 
of stones from one place to another, and I 
warned the assistant surveyor rticularly 
to watch out for anything like that. 

You continually suspected that the supplier 
might “do' the County Council’—Yes. 
The witness added that it was not possible 
to get contracts of material in Kerry, such 
as 1,000 tons, as was possible in the eastern 
counties. 

The Inspector then went into evidence as to 
the system of direct labour on the roads in 
Kerry, and whether or not value had been 
given for the money expended under this 
system in the upkeep of the roads.

| the cause of intellectual liberty can expect 


no help from Dáil Eireann. It is an 
undisputed need that the sale of a few 
newspapers which pander to lust and 
ignorance shall be suppressed; but 
Ministers propose to break the dung- 
beetle upon a wheel that may become a 
national tyrant, and the Dáil does not 
propose to say them nay. The Govern- 
ment is prepared to revise the definition 
of the word “indecent,” but it will suffer 
no interference with its machinery of 
censorship. It insists that “recognised 
associations’ shall have power to report 
to its board of censors any book that 
deals with sexual passion—and sexual 
passi n is the stuff of eighty per cent. of 
the world’s greatest literature. The board 
may advise the Minister for Justice to 
condemn any book, and, if he condemns 
a book, its sale thereafter will be a penal 
offence. Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney argues 
that “no sensible board of censors ”’ 
seek to abuse its trust; but the bill 
contains no guarantee that future 
Ministers of Justice, and the ‘censors 
whom they may remove from office at any 
time, will not be fools or fanatics. The 
whole domain ‘of art, letters, science and 
religion—which, after all, is a matter of 
“public morality ”—will be at the mercy 
of a Minister and his satellites. Lists of 
prohibited books will be published by the 
official Gazette. In the debate’s best and 
most courageous speech Professor Tierney, 
of the National University, predicted that 
these lists “would make a laughing-stock 
On the other hand, if 
prohibition is confined to really indecent 
books, the Gazette will give them a valu- 
able advertisement.

The White Line. 


Pedestrians who were abroad in the 
principal streets of Dublin yesterday were 
surprised to find some of the pathways 
divided evenly by thick white lines. These 


lines lost some of their brilliant whiteness 
during an exceedingly wet day, but they 
remained conspicuous. Pointing arrows 


left no doubt as to the purpose of this 
innovation, but a large number of citizens 
took little notice of them. Perhaps, this 
indifference was natural. The pedestrian 
already has lost so much of his old freedom 
to wander on the highway that he resents 
instinctively an attempt to confine his 
movements in the only oasis that remains 
to him. He feels sometimes that motorists 
regard him as a hunter regards some 
strange, but vanishing, beast or bird. The 
“white line’ is designed, however, to 
save the pedestrian from himself. It is 
estimated that half of the street accidents 
which occur in Dublin are due to careless- 
ness on the part of pedestrians. The total 
number of street accidents in the city for 
the first nine months of 1928 was one less 
than the total number for the twelve 
months of 1927. If a “keep to the left” 
rule is observed, on the pathway as well 
as on the roadway, it seems, theoretically, 
that there must be fewer casualties. All 
persons walking on the outer side of the 
line will face the oncoming traffic. A 
person who is walking on the inner side 
will have time to pause and consider, and 
his natural carelessness will be checked 
by the reproving white Jine. Certainly 
many people display great levity in rush- 
ing from the place of safety, without the 
precaution of the man in Burns's poem 
who “turned him left and right, upon the 
Irish shore.” The white line experiment 
originated in Australia, and it has been 
tried, with some measure of success, in 
some towns of Northern England. The: 
part of the police in this matter is ad- 
visory ; there no power to compel a 
pedestrian to keep to the left if he wishes 
to keep to the right. Possibly, even if 
everyone on the footpaths keeps obediently 
to the left, the decrease in street accidents 
may not be considerable. The experiment 
is worth a trial, however, and pedestrians 
ought to meet it with good-will.

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Playing-Cards. 


There is a popular, but incorrect, belief 
that plaving-cards were invented during 
the middle ages to amuse a mad king of 
France. In actual fact, the origin of card 
games, like that of chess, is lest in the 
mists of antiquity. Different nations, al 
different periods of history, have invented 
cards. During the reign of Charles I. 
card games became very popular in 
England. Perhaps, it was the liking of 
the Cavaliers for this form of recreation, 
and their habit of playing for ruinous 
stakes, that led the Puritans to associate 
inseparably these harmless-looking designs 
in black and red with gambling and ex- 
travagance. The manufacture of playing- 
cards in England became sufficiently 
important to form the subject of a Royal 
Charter. This Charter was granted by 
Charles I., and the “ Worshipful Company 
of Makers of Playing Cards,’’ to whom it 
was granted, will celebrate its tercentenary 
on next Monday.

KEEP TO THE LEFT

The people of Dublin awoke yesterday 
to find white lines drawn along the centres 
of the footpaths in the chief streets of the 
city, and at the end of each white line 
an arrow-head, pointing the stream of 
trafic to the left. They soon discovered 
that in following the direction of the 
arrow-head they were making the rule of 
the footway like the rule of the road and, 
therefore, lessening the risk of accident 
in passing from the footway to the road.. 
By noon the great majority of citizens 
were moving easily on the new traffic 
lines. 
The City Commissioners and the police 
authorities hope to extend the white line 
to other streets, and the public are asked 
to support them by observing a principle 
that should ensure their common safety. 


WHY THE CHANGE IS MADE, 


GENERAL MURPHY’S STATEMENT 
General W. R. E. Murphy, Deputy- 
Commissioner of the Civic Guard in a 
statement issued yesterday, thus put the 
case for the new method of control :— 
“Following a practice which has been 
inaugurated in several cities in the North 
of England—notably Oldham and Hudders- 
field—it is proposed, as an experiment. 
to have white lines laid down to mark the 


centre of the footways in the chief 
thoroughfares in the city, such as 
(0 Connell street, Westmoreland street, 


Dame street, Grafton street, etc. It 1s 
the intention, when these lines are marked 
out, to make the rule of the footway the 
same as that of the roadway—viz., ‘keep 
to the left.” The advantage of this altera- 
tion in the rule of the footway will be 
that all persons walking on the outer side 
of the line will face the on-coming traffic, 
and they will, therefore, be much less 
liable than at present to step off the foot- 
way in front of on-coming vehicles. Jn 
addition, persons walking on the inner 
side of the line who desire to cross the 
roadway will require to cross the white 
Jine and traverse the outer half of the 
footway. The white lines will direct 
their attention to the necessity for careful 
observation of traffic before they step off 
the footway. 

‘* The following is a return of accidents 
which have occurred in Dublin since 
January, 1927, through persons stepping 
off the footway in front of on-coming

“These figures show the absolute neces- 
sity for the institution of a proper ‘ rule 
of the footway,’ and also the necessity for 
strict adherence to such rule on the part 
of pedestrians. The figures for the nine 
months ended the 30th September, 1928, 
are only one less than the total for the 
year 1927, showing that pedestrians do 
not yet realise the necessity for extreme 
care when stepping off the footway. It is 
considered that all the accidents in. ques- 
tion could have been avoided if the 
persons concerned had been facing the 
on-coming traffic when stepping off the 
footway, and the proposed new rule of the

SOME WARNINGS. 


IRISH TESTS FOR 
LAWYERS.

Dail Eireann yesterday divided its time 
equally between the resumed debate on 
the second reading of the Censorship of 
Publications Bill and the second stage of 
the Legal Practitioners (Qualification) 
Bill, which provides ‘that future entrants 
to the Bar must have a knowledge of the 
Irish language. 
With the exception of Mr. Anthony’s 
speech on the Censorship Bill, the contri- 
butions to the debate were r. Many 
deputies follow the example of the famous 
divine who boasted that he never prepared 
his sermons, but opened his mouth and 
trusted to the Lord to fill it, with the 
result that their speeches are at once 
mediocre and ineffective. 
Fair-minded men would gladly accept 
the bill, said Mr. J. J. Byrne (Govern- 
ment, Dublin City North), and then he 
lumped together in an incongruous mass 
Fielding’s ‘‘ Tom Jones,” the writings of 
Marie Stopes, Daudet’s ‘‘ Sapho,’’ and 
Miss Kadclvffe Hall’s ‘‘ The Well of Lone- 
liness,”’ as books that should be banned. 
The Board of Censors will, no doubt, take 
notice, but the moderate statements of 
deputies like Mr. Buckley (F.F., Kildare) 
are likely to carry more weight. He saw 
some danger in questionable ‘‘ yellow- 
back ’’ novels, but if harm at all was done 


by classics, dike Shakespeare and 
Thackeray, it was infinitesimal]. 
PUBLIC LIBRARIES. 

Mr. Hazlett (Ind., er ae said 

that he would support the bill if it were 


not made to apply to other matters than 
indecent and immoral literature. If the 
bill cleared out garbage, the Dail would 
unhesitatingly support it, declared , Mr.

LITTLE LIST. 


SOME ACHIEVEMENTS OF 
THE UNITED STATES. 


From RevutTer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
FREDERICKSBURG (VIRGINIA), 


Friday. 
A new national park commemorating 
the bitterest battles fought on Virginian 
soil during the American Civil War was 
dedicated here this afternoon by President 
Coolidge. 
Accompanied by Senator Swanson, of 
Virginia, and senior officers of the Army 
and Navy, the President drove in State 
through the town, while a salute of 21 
guns was fired. The park dedicated hy 
Mr. Coolidge commemorates the battte- 
fields of the Wilderness, Chancellorsville, 
Spottsylvania, Fredericksburg and Salem 
Church. Its establishment was authorised 
at the last session of Congress in memory 
of the 113,000 soldiers of the Union an 
Confederate armies who fell within its 
limits. 
Speaking from a platform overlooking 
the battlefield of Fredericksburg, Mr. 
Coolidge declared that, as a result of the 
union brought about between the North 
and South after the Civil War, American 
prosperity and standards of living had 
reached levels never before experienced by 
any people in human history. 


In his opinion also the. resentment 


between the North and South was being 
forgotten and the _ reconciliation was 


becoming complete. 

After referring to America’s progress 
since 1860, the President declared that the 
world war had shown the soundness of 
America’s financial structure. When 
abandoning her réle as a debtor nation. 
she advanced large sums to foreign 
countries, besides carrying on her own war 
activities, with no internal economic inter- 
ruption. Mr. Coolidge concluded with a 
pwan of praise for America. 

“ Our charities are lavish and world- 
wide : our Missionary efforts reach in every 
direction; our actions on behalf of the 
limitation of naval armaments have been 
of the greatest benefit to all mankind ; our 


treaty is well-known—it raises the greatest 
barrier against war ever created by the 
art of man.”

PRINCESS MARY’S VISIT.

PORTADOWN COUNCIL! AND 


THE ARRANGEMENTS. 


Mr. David Rock, Chairman, presided at a 
meeting of the Portadown Urban Council held 
on Wednesday evening last. 

A letter received from the Ministry of 
Home Affairs for Northern Ireland sanctioned 
the expenditure of £100 on decorations and 
the erection of barricades in connection with 
Princess Mary’s visit to the town on the 
llth instant. 

Mr. G. A. Locke said that the town had 
been slighted very much by the arrangements 
made in connection with the visit. All the 
members Of the Council should have been 
present as yy “ the citizens at the 
reception tc the Princess. The Council was 
able to make arrangements in connection with 
any Royal visit, and it should not be dictated 
to by Belfast, as was done on this occasion. 
The arrangements for the visit of the Duke 
and Duchess of York were better than those 
made for Princess Mary’s visit, because they 
were left in the Council’s hands. They 
should protest against the way in whic 
Portadown had been insulted. 

The Chairman explained that the recent 
visit was a State one, and that the arrange- 
ments for it were in the hands of the 
Ministry of Home Affairs, who invited only 
the Chairman, Vice-Chairman, and Clerks of 
the various public bodies to meet the 
Princess. 

The Clerk stated that he wrote asking for 
tickets for members of the Council, and of 
the social, religious and industrial life of 
the town, and he got no reply. 

A letter was read from the Ministry of 
Home Affairs stating that everyone was de- 
lighted with the arrangements made for the 
reception of the Roval party at Portadown. 
Sir Dawson Bates desired to tender to the 
Chairman of the Urban Council and the other 
members who were associated with him in 
connection with the reception his warmest 
appreciation of the splendid manner in which 
everything was arranged. The Princess and 
the other visitors were most deeply impressed 
with the arrangements made for allowing the 
children of the town to occupy such a good 
position in the vicinity of the railway station, 
and also with the splendid manner in which 
the town was decorated and the people re- 
ceived them.
